A decision: of the-Chief Justice of the 
Straits Settlements (Sir Walter Shaw) 
in 8 case-in which Mr. P. M."Framroz, 
proprictor of the Framroz:aérated water 
factory, sued for an injunction to prevent 
Mr. N. Mistri, his former manager, from 
infringing a clause in the service agree- 
meat, and in which His Lordship -gavé 
judgment. for Mr. Mistri, came up last 
week before the Singapore: Court of 
Appeal, consisting of Mr. Justice White- 
ley (presiding), Mr. Justice. Barrett. 
Lennard‘and Mr, Justice Action, Mr. V. 
D. Knowles appeared for the appellant 
and Mr. G. §. Carver for tht respondent. 

The appeal was based oi the grounds 
that. the Chief Justice was wrong in 
finding that there were no trade secrets 
in the appellant's business which required 
to be protected, that: respondent acquir- 
ed no special knowledgo other than what 

could have acquired in aay properly 
conducted business of the same character, 
that he did not acquire any special per- 
sonal relationship with the customers of 
the busiaess; in placing the onus of proof 
of reasonableness of the reement on the 
laintiff.in the action ; and in holding that 
the restriction was not reasonable m re- 
ference to the interests of the parties con- 
cerned and of the public.
